Film pays tribute 


to WWII heroes

With Veterans Day just 
around the corner, Andover is 
paying tribute to nine local 
veterans, with a documentary 
that highlights their service in 
World War II. 

Entitled “Answering the 
Call,” the movie is being 
shown next Sunday, Nov. 3 at 
the Collins Center. It honors 
two Andover women and 
seven Andover men who 
served in World War II. In 
addition, the 60 Andover res- 
idents who never made it 
home from that war are also 
poignantly remembered at 
the end of the 40-minute 
movie. 

Narrator and Veterans Ser- 
vices Director John Doherty 
introduces the movie as a 
“fascinating and pointed doc- 
umentary.” 

Indeed it is. 

Those nine veterans - 
Fred Stott, Oscar Rosenberg, 
Bob Pustell, June Fitzgerald, 
John Harris, Dot Volker, Bob 
Zollner, Milt Issenberg, and 
Tom Haugh — talk candidly 
and factually about their war 
experiences. Those experi- 
ences are wonderfully varied 
and are sure to be very emo- 
tional in some parts for view- 
ers. There’s Haugh’s horrific 
experiences as a medic where 
he spent days on end “taking 


cover and stopping the bleed- 
ing.” He talks openly about a 
screaming soldier who was 
hit with a hand grenade and 
how “hopeless” he felt 

attending to the man. 
His memories take a twist 
when Haugh talks about the

They are given vehicles in 
addition to their salaries. If any- 
thing breaks, their company 
fixes the car at no cost to them. 
And whenever they run out of 
gas, they can drive to the com- 
pany’s pumps and fill ‘er up. 

They are 18 of the town’s top 
employees, and their company 
is the town of Andover. 

Three of these workers, the 
town manager and the police 
and fire chiefs, are given cars 
they can drive 24 hours per day. 
The rest can drive their vehicles 
only on the job and to and from 
work. It’s the type of benefit 
some would call a perk. 


But each of these 18 employ- 
ees are also the people who can 
be called in the dead of night to 
deal with the effects of problems 
such as murders, blizzards or 
water-main breaks. 


“They’re out and about and 
they’re not going to walk.”

“Everyone that you listed 
responds to emergencies. I’m 
talking building emergencies, or 
snow storms or hurricanes,” says 
Joanne Marden, Finance Com- 
mittee member. “There’s all 
these things that happen, and 
most people don’t even think 
about who has to respond.” 


Why do they get cars? 

Most of the 18 positions that 
currently come with vehicles 
have had that perk for many 
years. The vehicle maintenance 
superintendent is a new position, 
however, and so his car is also

Assessed: Home values have leaped 30 to 50 percent

Les Bartow, a retired Bartlet 
Street resident, remembers buy- 
ing his three-story clapboard 
house in 1967 for what seems 
like pennies now. 

“We made an 
$21,000,” he says. “(The owner) 
said someone else was coming 
along with $22,000, so we'd 
better offer that.” 

That figure hardly compares 
to what the house could go for 
now. 

“T imagine you could sell this 
house for around $750,000," he 
says 

Andover has one of the 
fastest rising property values in 
the area, says Assessor Bruce 
Symmes, who just completed 
his once-every-three-years 
assessments. Not surprisingly, 
the value of the average single- 
family home has jumped again 

The average single family 
home is now valued at $470,000 

up from $352,850 last year. 

That home would sell for 
even more. Chris Doherty, an 
owner at Prudential Howe & 
Doherty Realtors, says the aver- 
age single family is selling for 
$533,000.

Health-care costs

Keeping Andover’s employ- 
ees healthy isn’t cheap. 

The town shells out millions 
of tax dollars every year to 
cover health-insurance benefits 
for current and retired employ- 
ees. With health-care costs 
escalating all over the state, 
local officials say Andover is 
faced with the same skyrocket- 
ing costs of many private busi- 
nesses — something that does- 
n't bode well 
for a budget

Town Meeting approved 
$4.3 million to cover employee 
health insurance this year. That 
figure will jump as much as 25 
percent next year, for a total of 
about $5.4 million, says Tony 
Torrisi, finance director. 

“This is happening every- 
where. It’s not just Andover,” 
says Joanne Marden, Finance 
Committee chairwoman. 

Andover’s employees all 
receive health insurance — if 
they choose to enroll in it — 
under one company, Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield. 

Currently enrolled in the 
town’s health insurance are 820 
active employees and 300 
retired employees. All of them 
pay a premium, which varies 
according to the plan they 
choose. Depending on the type 
of plan, for a single person or 
family, employees can pay as 
little as 19 percent and as much 
as 35 percent of their plan’s 
total cost. 

That’s much higher than 
employees at private companies 
pay, believes John McMullen, 
president of the firefighters’ 
union. He pays 35 percent of 
his plan’s cost. 

“I’m paying $80 a week for 
a family plan,” he says. 

But those percentages 
haven't changed since 1985, 
says Torrisi, adding that it’s 
unlikely the town would ask its 
employees to take on more of 


according to federal law. 

“We can’t say no,” says Tor- 
risi. 

Because of this increased 
burden, Andover has already 
run $500,000 over the $4.3 mil- 
lion it planned to spend this 
year, says Torrisi. Ironically, 
those extra people could con- 
tribute to the pressure on 
Andover to lay off its employ- 
ees. 

Health insurance for retired 
teachers is partially covered by 
the state. But Andover has to 
chip in a percentage, which 
totals to more than $1 million 
this year. That figure, too, Tor- 
risi expects to increase by 25 
percent next year. 

“[ don’t see it slowing unless 
there’s a major revamping of 
the health-care system,” he 
says. 

Andover is doing its best to 
stay ahead of the game. Marden 
says it pays less of its employ- 
ees’ health insurance than other 
communities. The town has run 
workshops to encourage its 
employees to buy less expen- 
sive prescription drugs. The 
town consolidated its plans 
under one company to get the 
best possible rate. Andover also 
employs a health-care consul- 
tant to advise them, Marden 
adds. Still, the 25-percent 
increase officials are eyeing 
seems unavoidable. 

“We're caught in the mar- 
ket,” she says.

Though the town replaces 
just a handful of its 115 vehi- 
cles each year, the costs add 
up — some years more than 
others. The fire department, 
for instance, won't replace 
any of its vehicles this year, 
and requested only $25,000 
to repair a 1984 ladder truck 
Next year, however, it plans 
to replace five vehicles - 
including that $500,000 
ladder truck — at a cost of 
nearly $800,000. 

Such large, individual pur- 
chases are usually approved 
at Town Meeting by way of a 
separate warrant article. 

But smaller new or 
replacement vehicles are 
often approved by Town 
Meeting as part of the overall 
budget. When people’s hands 
go up to approve the Plant 
and Facilities “other expens- 
es,” they're agreeing to buy 
new cars and trucks. 

Andover expects to 
replace 12 vehicles this fiscal 
year, and spend $439,000, 
based on the 2002 Town 
Meeting vote on “other 
expenses.”

The town should try to work to a solution with res- 
idents who have difficulty with their growing tax 
bills, to prevent the taking of homes. It should also 
work with businesses if the issue is short-term. Cer- 
tainly, Andover does not want to be a landlord. 

But when businesses are delinquent for years 
was the case here, the town must take forceful action. 
The recent case on Haverhill Street shows what will 
happen if the town takes this stance. Either Andover 

gets the money owed it, or it will acquire property it 

can use or sell. There was briefly discussion, for 
instance, that the 16 Haverhill St. property might be 
used as a new senior center. 

But the likely result of such confrontations is that 
a business is going to open its wallet, and the town 
will be paid the taxes it is owed. That, of course, is 
money the town can use in this, or any, economy.

My father was a Republican, and so were all 
his friends; in fact, I never met a Democrat until | 
went away to school, but I’m sure they were there 
in Andover; they just didn’t talk much, in the cir- 
cles in which my family moved. 

| was as insulated from the real world as it was 
possible to be. We occasionally got unsettling

rumors about what was going on in Europe, but 
dismissed them as really having nothing to do 
with us. On the radio, we flipped from the news to 
“Mert and Marge” or “Chandu, the Magician” 
radio dramas broadcast at what is now known as 
the “family hour” on television. We didn’t have 
pictures, but we made do with our imaginations - 
assisted by dramatic sound effects. 

In school, I was filling my language require- 
ment by taking German. Our teacher was “Ma” 
Dunn, irreverently so-called, but not in her hear- 
ing. 

In addition to impossibly complex nouns and 
verbs, and the pronunciation of gutturals, like 
“ich” (which we finally solved as if preparing to 
see which boy could spit the farthest), she was try- 
ing to impart the marvels of German Romanticism 

composers like Beethoven, Schubert and Johann 
Strauss, poets like Heinrich Heine and Rainer 
Maria Rilke; the beauties of the Schwarzwald, the 
mountains and rivers. It was a pretty picture. 

Rumors of what was going on in Germany at 
present were never mentioned. Had we been 
advanced enough to read Mein Kampf or even a 
German newspaper, we might have been fore- 
warned when Hitler invaded Czechoslovakia. 
Even then, most of us thought it was propaganda. 
There were many people who believed firmly that, 
regardless of what Hitler did in Europe, it had 
nothing to do with us. After all, there was a whole 
ocean between us and the continent. It would take 
a hammer blow to the head several years in the 
future, in the form of the attack on Pearl Harbor, 
to force us to realize that we were not immune to 
the evils taking place across the sea. 

The election took place, and Roosevelt was 
elected. I waited for the handbasket to appear, but 
nothing happened. He introduced the idea of 
deficit financing, and innovated a number of 
imaginative programs to put men to work — the 
CCC, the NRA, and other acronyms. This was 


just to tide us over until the prosperity which was 


“just around the corner” arrived. 
For the first time I realized that my father did 
not know everything. It was a watershed moment. 
Or perhaps the handbasket is still on the way.

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| New schools project 


Cut items should be added back to new schools now 


Editor, Townsman: 

I join the entire community 
in thanks and pride at the 
results the School Building 
Committee has achieved in 
managing its extremely compli- 
cated project so thoroughly and 
so well. My concern, as it 
winds down its work, lies in the 
funding that is potentially avail- 
able and what its decisions are 
with regards to those funds. 

I would urge the committee 
to put back into the project as 
much as possible of what was 
taken out during times of uncer- 
tainty. It is my understanding 
that there is an account of the 
original monies that is being 
reconciled with the various 
contractors. After that there is 
an additional $350,000 in con- 
tingency money, approved at 
Town Meeting, but not yet bor- 
rowed, that was requested 
should the original money be 
insufficient to complete the pro- 
ject. There are committee mem- 
bers who are suggesting we do 
not take action on that money, 
thereby “returning” the 
$350,000 to the town unused. 

One of the items that was 
taken out when things were 
more uncertain was playground 
equipment. I am asking the 
school administration to take 
this item out of the “wish list” 
system, and instead, elevate it 
to a primary need. That is an 


internal issue between the 
School Committee and the 
administration, and one the we 
are publicly discussing. | am 
asking the building committee 
to earmark funding for this 
item, or at least release funding 
that we can then use towards 
the equipment, even if it means 
that we have to go into the 
$350,000 of borrowing we have 
been authorized to do. In fact, I 
would be dismayed if any 
money authorized was not 
expended towards things that 
were in the original specifica- 
tions. 

I would not be so inclined if 
new, previously unspecified 
items were being asked for. 
That | think would be unfair. 
But if we do not purchase the 
things we believed were basic 
to the project at the beginning, 
then the burden will fall on the 
school operating budget to 
backfill those things, and we 
would be hard pressed to do 
that without pain to the entire 
school system. 

I know that the PTO of High 
Plain is holding a fundraiser for 
playground equipment. It 
somehow got a message that it 
was going to fall to them to do 
so. We already have a dubious 
record in Andover of looking 
towards the parents to replace 
playground equipment. This 
would be the first time we 


would be asking them to chip 
into the primary project funding 


to construct a new school. It is 


ground | would prefer not to 


break. 
It is unfair, cynical and 
frankly rather arrogant, in my 


opinion, for the town to have | 
this kind of expectation. If we | 


become comfortable in asking 
parents to participate at this 
new level, where does it stop? 


Playgrounds are the same to | 
schools as libraries, or gymna- | 
siums, or cafeterias. It is not a 


finished school without them.

AHPC would need Town 
Meeting approval to establish a 
trust and start putting money 1n 
it. Members say they won't 
approach voters until at least 
2004, considering the economy 
and tight town budget. 

It could prove difficult to con- 
vince voters to spend the money, 
says Colyer. 

In April, they refused to adopt 
the Community Preservation Act 

a piece of state legislation that 


would have essentially done the 
same thing that AHPC is propos- 
ing to do with the trust fund. If 
adopted, the CPA would have 
raised property taxes at a maxi- 
mum 3 percent, and channeled 
the money towards affordable 
housing, open space and historic 
preservation. Townspeople 
decided that times were too tight 
to make that kind of commit- 
ment. 

“Tt all depends on the budget,” 
says Colyer.

Hidden Road resident has the survival instinct at 20,000 feet

WO TRIPS TO Alas- 
ka’s Mt. McKinley 
were enough to 
teach Al Torrisi that sur- 
vival on the mountain is 
up to only one person — 
you. 

Once the plane drops 
you off at the base, he 
says, “All you hear is 
either silence’ or 
avalanches. That’s your 
little lifeline that’s gone.” 

Torrisi shared his 
climbing crises and con- 
quests with senior citi- 
zens Friday morning 
with a slide show at the 
senior center. 

He was only a few 
minutes into his talk 
before he had everyone 
in the room appreciating 
their hot coffee and cli- 
mate control. 

“Some days it will be 
minus 58 degrees 
(Fahrenheit),” he says. 

“During the day it can 
be very warm when the 
sun is out, about 150 
degrees. It can drop 100 
degrees when the sun 
goes behind a peak.” 

Torrisi, 46, a Hidden 
Road resident, has been 
climbing since he turned 
18. He knew he wanted 
to climb when he was 12. 

He’s trekked up the 
20,324-foot-high Mt. 
McKinley — the highest 
point in North America - 
twice, once leading a 
group of four. The trials 
of those trips forge long- 
lasting bonds. 

“You develop intense 
friendships,” Torrisi says. 
“You have that instant 
bond. It doesn’t matter 
what your social status is 
when you're on a climb 
like this. All that gets 
peeled away. You're just 
trying to survive.” 

Of course, the chal-

lenges of reaching the 
summit can seem very 
far away when planning 
for the next trip. 

‘Most of the planning 


is done over a couple of 


pints of beer in some- 
one’s living room,” Tor- 
risi says. “You have all 
these great goals. 

“Those all get ripped 
away.” 

In fact, two women 
Torrisi led on his last 
expedition to McKinley’s 
summit never made it to 
the top. Both were 
stopped in their tracks by 
pulmonary edema, an 
sickness caused by 
extreme elevations that 
causes a person’s lungs 
to fill with fluid. When 
that happens, the only 
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Al Torrisi climbing in 
warmer weather. 
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sure cure is to turn back - 
not something that’s easy 
to do when you've 
already covered 17,000 
feet, and there’s only 


3,000 left to go 


“It's a beautiful place 
sometimes — and some- 
times it’s a very nasty 
place,” Torrisi says. 

Storms arrive without 
warning and can last for 
weeks. When that hap- 
pens, the camp doesn’t 
move too far, too fast. 
Usually climbers wait 
out the storm. Torrisi did- 
n't show any slides from 
such storms. 

“They're kind of bor- 
ing, because they’re of 
different angles of my 
tent,” he jokes. 

The team climbed 
while tied together by a 
rope, in case someone 
fell into a crevice or met 
other danger. Being tied 
together also made it dif- 


ficult to find privacy. As 
a result, the women on 
the trip didn’t relieve 
themselves — at all - 
until the day’s climb was 
over. 

“They would some- 
how hold it, from 8 in the 
morning until we 
camped at night,” Torrisi 
says. “They did it for 30 
weeks.” 

Torrisi is already pass- 
ing on the wisdom he’s 
gained from these trips to 
his 14-year-old daughter, 
who has climbed with 
him on less challenging 


trips. Of course, some of 


his tips are common 
sense. 

“You don’t want to be 
in shorts and a T-shirt at 
7,000 feet,” he says.

Town halts foreclosures; collects 
nearly $1M in back-tax payments 


The town of Andover is no longer in the 
real-estate business. 

The foreclosed-upon properties at 16 and 7 
Haverhill St. and 10 Tantallon Road have 
been redeemed by the original owners, who 
have paid the town the money it owes, says 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski. 

Last April, the town took the building from 
the owners, Partners of the Shawsheen Village 
Commerce Center, who owed the town close 
to $1 million in property taxes and interest 
dating back to 1989. 

At Town Meeting in April, voters set aside 
$200,000 to maintain the building and keep it 
safe for the tenants while the town decided 
what to do with it. 
The building at 16 Haverhill St. houses
